UNIQUE COLLECTION OF COINS IS 


FOUND IN A STRAWBERRY PATCH 


DOVER, July 20.—What is believed 


to be the most valuable collection of 
old coins in Tuscarawas-co is owned 
by E. L. Patterson, farmer, residing 
two miles east of Gnadenhuttrn. 


Mr. Patterson found them about a 


year ago while working in his straw- 
berry patch. 
While turning over a 


spadeful of earth, he noticed a coin. 
After cleaning It up, he found it to be 
of ancient date. His curiosity aroused 
Patterson continued to sift the earth 
within a radius of (ive feet and fouml 
numerous others. «' 


Many small particles of brick were 


found' nixed in the dirt, apparently 
from an old building. On account of 
the rarity of the coins it Is possible 
they were hidden in » chimney by 


some ancient settler. 


The latest coin is dated 1833. There 


are about 20 coins in the collection. 


Here is a partial list of the coins: 
French 5-frane piece, dated 1767. 
Two Spanish pieces, one dated 1806 


and the other 1763. 


Italian piece, dated 1741. 
United States half dollar, with print- 


ing on the edges, dated 1807. 


United States one-cent piece, one 


Inch In diameter, dated 1795. 


United States one-half cent piece, 


dated 1805. 


United States one cent piece, dated 


1703, 
the year the first U. S. mint was

of one intimacy after another is slain by a Jealous woman or a 
jealous husband. The question is, which woman, or which hus- 
band; or, if none or these, at any rate-who.' 


The difficulties of Sherlock Holmes seem to have been in 


finding a clue. What would he have done had he found him- 
self smothering in clues, drowning in them, and nobody to 
rescue him? The quest is more perplexing than locating a 
needle in a haystack; it is comparable to a search for the typical 
San Franciscan in San Francisco. By the time you have used the 
processes of induction and deduction on every suspect the mur- 
derer or murderess has had time to circumnavigate the earth. 
After all Sherlock couldn't have used this case. Ins triumphs 
had to be confined to the brief compass of a short story or a 
novel, and the Elwell mystery would fill one of the tomes ot 
the recording angel. 
Nobody realy cares much who put Elwell out of the way. 


He seems to have lived more in a short spar than the majority 
would get around to if they had a thousand! years to put in on 
this planet. He was a dangerous male to have around, at^once 
attractive, promiscuous, and unprincipled. lie didn't live up to 
the civilized rules, and his passing leaves no gap that the nation 
longs to have filled. 
If we followed our instincts in the matter we should prob- 


ably hunt up the man or woman who shot him for no other pur- 
pose than to pin some kind of a medal on his (or her) breast. 
But the hunt is the thing, not the quarry. The public looks on 
a fugifive from justice as a bloodhound thinks of the animal he 
is tracing. The mystery must be solved or we can't sleep at 
night. We are willing to let a thousand philosophic questions 
go unanswered, but "Who Killed Cock Robin?" stirs the slum- 
bering heart of the world. 


If we could harness the industry and intelligence and in- 


terest we lavish on the solution of a murder case on our fiftv- 
seven or more variety of strikes, our more pressing political is- 
sues or the problem of how we are going to get our crops and 
coal transported we could make the country a much safer and 
saner place for all of us. But unless those things get similarly 
spectacular they don't worry us much. We have more capacity 
for gossip than for facts, however serious. 


Winding Up A Political Party 


T^HE Prohibition party will hold its national convention at 
JL Lincoln, Neb., July 21, and consider whether, the eighteenth 
amendment having been adopted since its hist gathering, it is 
worth while to continue" its organization longer as a party 


It originated about the time of the so-called "liquor cru- 


sade" that began in Ohio, and whose chief feature was the in- 
vasion of saloons by devout women to hold prayer meetings 
Its first national ticket appeared on the ba'lot in 1872, under 
the name Temperance party, jts nominee for President being 
James Black of Pennsylvania, and for Vice President the Rev. 
John Russell of Michigan, called by some the father of the 
party. It then polled 5608 votes and four years later appeared 
as the Prohibition party, a name never absent since from the 
election returns- and its vote rose to 9522. 


Its ten nominees under the present name have been Green 


Clay Smith of Kentucky, Neal Dow of Maine, John P. St. John, 
of Kansas, Clinton P. Fisk of New Jersey, John Bidwell of Cali- 
fornia, Joshua Levering of Maryland, John F. Woolley of Illi- 
nois, Sila C. Swallow of Pennsylvania, Eugene W. Claflin of Ari- 
zona, who was nominated twice, and J. Frank Ilanly of Indiana. 
Its greatest vote was polled in 1892—264,133—which four 
years ago had fallen to 221.329.

The Prohibition party's lorce was 


chiefly a moral force. 
With a political organization it was a

With the beginning of local option 25 years ago 
its decline started, and the time has now come for its leaders to 
decide whether or not to wind up its affairs.
